4 and  the  Second  Schedule,  t<>  be  in 
force  in  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  except  the  terri- 
tories mentioned  in  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  that  Act. 

This  Act  was  extended  to  the  merged  State  of  Pudukkottai  by 
section  3 of,  and  the  First  Schedule  to,  the  Tamil  Nadu  Merged 
States  (Laws)  Act,  1949  (Tamil  Ni  du  Act  XXXV  of  1949). 

This  Act  was  extended  to  the  Kanyakumari  district  a ad  the 
Shencottah  taluk  of  the  Tirunolveli  district  by  section  3 of,  and 
the  First  Schedule  to,  the  Tamil  N iclu  (Transferred  Territory) 
Extension  of  Laws  Act,  I960  (Tr.ni‘1  Nadu  Act  23  of  I960),  which 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  April  19  31,  repealing  the  conespond- 
ing  law  in  that  territory.
